Ms. Best: 

This letter responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) requests seeking e-mails 
to or from the Office of the Chairman that contain any of one hundred separate search 
terms, including but not limited to: hurt, accuse, worry, lost, game, marijuana, drug, soda, 
reward, prize, save, kill, decimate, dessert, lol, haha, hate, god, party, movie, film, fear, 
refuse, cat, dog, forget, candy, sun, musical, song, dance, ghost, penny, fun, odd, 
monster, and magic, as well as various forms of profanity. Your requests have been 
assigned FOIA Control Nos. 2019-474 and 2019-500. 

We reject your requests. The terms you request the agency to search are unlikely to 
reveal materials pertaining to the operations or activities of the Commission, and thus do 
not reasonably describe any particular agency record. The FOIA does not require an 
agency to permit “an all-encompassing fishing expedition ... at taxpayer expense.” 1 

Your request incurred only de minimis processing fees, and thus you will not be billed. 2 
You have requested a fee waiver pursuant to section 0.470(e) of the Commission’s rules. 3 
As you are not required to pay any fees in relation to your FOIA request, the Office of the 
General Counsel, which reviews such requests, does not make a determination on your 
request for a fee waiver. 4 

If you consider this to be a denial of your FOIA request, you may seek review by filing 
an application for review with the Office of General Counsel. An application for review 
must be received by the Commission within 90 calendar days of the date of this letter. 5 
You may file an application for review by mailing the application to Federal 
Communications Commission, Office of General Counsel, 445 12 th St SW, Washington, 
DC 20554, or you may file your application for review electronically by e-mailing it to
